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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Clothier in view of Chapman et al. 

There is disclosed in Clothier a controlled cooking system, comprising: control 
means (inherently taught) for automatically turning on and off a power source 
(inherently taught) to control the application of a hat source 20 applied to a cooking 
implement 22; a passive RFID tag 50 having an integral temperature sensor, the tag 
inherently having a means for receiving, energizing and enabling RF signals and an 
output; an interrogator 36 for producing RF signals, receiving encoded temperature 
signals and producing an interrogated data signals; and a microprocessor 32. 

Chapman teaches that it is known in the art to embed a sensor within a food item 
for monitoring and controlling a heating element based upon the temperature of the food 
item. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to modify the device of 
Clothier with that taught by Chapman, in order to use the system with direct contact 
upon a food item. 

Chapman discloses the use of a cooking control system for use with a rotisserie. 
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It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to substitute the cooking 
implement of Clothier, with the rotisserie disclosed in Chapman, in order to provide an 
alternative cooking implement. 

It is clear that the power source of Clothier is an AC power source. In regards to 
whether the power source is a utility or portable source is an obvious matter of design 
choice. The use of either a utility or portable power source is up to the user and the 
overall function of the invention is not changed by the use of either. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 9-19 are allowed.
